digeſt: But proceedeth only of the free 
gitt and grace of God, as is to be ſcene

in this chapt er. wherein Chriſt ſetteth 
downe the high Beautitudes or rules, 
of tue, perſm, and euetlaſting bleſſed- 
ges: Of the which number this that I 
haue ted, is one of the chieſeſt, and is 
now our proſent text to ſpeake vpon: 
Bleſſed are the pare. in heart, pr they ſoul 
ſer God, In which words, we haue tocõ- 
ſider, chat in them is ſet downe,a briefe 
and ſhort compend of true Chriſtian 
teliglon. And for the better vnderſtan- 
ding of them, let vs marke their cohe- 
renge, with the verſes proceeding, 
which-I take to bee thus. Our Lord, 
and Sauiout Ieſus Chriſt, bauing called 
his ewelue Apoſtles, to be as it were his 
domeſticke followers , and eye - wit- 
neſſe to his words and workes, that af 
tet ward they might preach and wit- 
neſſe the ſame to the Whole world. The

tall rules, ſaying ; Bleſſed avv the poore in 
erer, for — the keugdeme of God. 
Bleſſed are they that monrne, for they ſpalbe 
| romforted, and ſo forth to the x 3.verſe. 
| Which bleſſings, are all ſo linked and 
ioyned together, that one of them can- 
not be left out, nor one Without an 
| other, Fot no mat or woman can be 
blefled, with any true and perpetuall 
bliſſe or happines, but ſuch as are pure 
in ſpirit : none are pute in ſpirit, but 
ſuch as mourne: none mourneth, with 
| a bleſſed mourning , but ſuch as are 
| meeke and humble: none ate meeke 
l and humble, bur ſuch as huager and 
thirſt for righteouſnes : none hun- 
per „ and thirſt after righteouſnes, 
t ſuch as are mercifull : none are 
merciſull, but the pure in heart that 
ſeeth'God the father. And none are 
FE pure in heart, but ſuch as are peace. 
[ makets : and thereby knowne to be 
1 Gods 
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A Heauenty portion. 5 
Gods children, And none are peace- 
makers, but ſuch as are at warre with 
the diuell, the world and the fleſh. And 
therefore ſuffereth cruell perſecutien, 
and ſhameles reviling of the wicked, 
entering into that ſtraight gate, and 

oing vp that narrow Way to euer- 
hating happines. And this, for the cohe- 
fion or dependencie of this text, with 
the precedent and ſubſequent to the 
thirreene verſe of this chapter. 

From which context of {cripture,and 
ſcopeor purpoſe of Chriſt in them ſct 
downe, we for our further inſtruction 
may obſerue theſe leſſons follow in 

Firſt, fince true bleſſednes, and the true 
way to obtaine ot come by the ſame, is 
the firſt point that CHRIS Tour Lord 
and onely Sauiout doth teach his one 

Diſciples, whom he had elected our off, 

and from the wicked multitudes of the 

world,to be teachers to others, It ſhuld 
therefore be the firſt pc int wee ſhould 
ſtudie and learne. And like as falſe and 
counterfeit happinefle , and caſe, or 
pleaſure, is the chiefe end that moſt men 
ayme at, 'which moues and guydes the 
whole actions of their life: So (1 ſay) 
B 3 Mould 
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ſhould true happineſſe bee the But and | 


tmarke,atthe which Chriſtian men muſt 
ſhoot, and trut ende towards the which 
their whole iigtentions thoughts, words 
and deedes, ſhould be bent. 5 
Secondly hence learne, ſince true haps 
pines can not be learned ot taught, but 
that way that Chriſt wayne his Diſci- 
ples, and learned after that manner as 
they learnedir from him, (that is to ſay) 
out of his mouth and by his only word: 
Let vs therefore hearehim; when hee o- 
peneth his mbuth , or Tpeaketh by his 
true prophets & minifters, at ſuch time 
I fay) Let vs open our cares; hen hee 
and they do open theyr mouth to teach 
vs true happines, and the way» therevri- 


to: As alſo pray to bim to open and vn- 


lock our naturall obdured hearts, as hee 
did the heart of Lydia, And let vs not 
thinke (and ſo deceyue our ſelues ) to 


come to any true knowledge of true 


happines, by the vaine docttine of Phy- 
loſophers, Poets, or other deceiuing 
writers, not led and informed by Gods 
holy Spirit, To this purpoſe, marke 
what S. Paule ſaieth, Col: 2. 8. Beware 
(faith hee) Af there be any man that ſpeyle 
you 
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world,nd nt de (brit. 


Thirdly, Heare not; ſince Chriſt ſer» 
teth downe other Rules of ttue — 
nes, then we doe finde that the Phil 
phers and Wiſe- men of the worlde doe 
allo we: And yet nenertheles, he by his 
maner of doctrine hath dra wen in 
vnder his obedience, without makin 
cat ſhewe of humane wiſedome 
— Let vs — — 1 
bim the Almightie power o i 
rit, moouin — = theſe thinga, 
which, their ſences cãnot feele mor natu · 
rall wit pexc eiue as alſo, let vs acknows 
ledge him to bee the true God , giuing 
power to his word, to conuett andturne 
men from their natural & worldly 
mes, to embrace his truth, and belieue 
his holy word, and that without any in- 
ticing ſpeech of mans wiſe dome ox eo- 
Joured deceite, and craſtie perſwaſiou 
of Phyloſophers, and are plead O- 
ratots. In which doing, he ſhould be i- 
mitated by all his ſaichfull miniſtets that 
ſtand in bis place, and are ſet about his 
buſinesto gaine ſoules to God. So did

Fourthly, let vs from hence, marke 
the differfce bet Wirt ttue Chriſtian te- 
ligion and learning : and all other reli- 
gion ot Doctrines of men. And that is, 
to wit, crue Chriſtian Religion and do- 


ctrine thir hee teacheth, or bis faithful 


Miniſtets lawfully called ind enabled 
therevnto, ſuch doctrine as commeth 
from hem and them his true meſſengers, 
doth combat and fight againſt mens na- 
turall ſenſes, and earthly luſts ; It doth 
contradict their natural affections, acti- 
ons, and eorriiptions: but all other re- 
ligions; doth flatrer, pleaſe, followe, ſe> 
cond, & delight the humane ſenſe, and 
narurall actions of meere naturall men : 

Where- 
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A Heaxenh portion, 9 
mae we haue an example 5 there- 
ligion of the Twrke, permitting for con- 
— their brut > ales platsinie of 
Wies, and faining to thæmſelues an 
earthly Paradice. And another exaple 
neeret home, in the religion of the Ro- 
Church, permitting bawdy Stewes 
in their famous Citie of Rome, & accep- 
ting a yearly rent thereof to his holines, 
perwitting all kinde ot maſquers,'Can- 
gings, ryots, and Inſolence, vpon theyr 
reat Feſtiuall dayes , whereby meas 
fenſes are delighted and drawen away 
from the rules of true happines here ſet 
downe, Thus much of genetall notes of 
true Wet in this chapter. 
I come now to a particular conſideta- 
tion and openirſy vp of this verſe, which 
is my preſent text, and purpoſe to han- 
dle: Bliſſed are the pure in heart for they 
foal ſee God, In which words, for. our 
more orderly proceeding and bettet 
vnderſtanding of them, there is ſet 
downe two things by ys to be ſpoken 
of, which are the parts of the text, to 
wit, Firſt a bleſſing pronounced by our 
Sauiour his owne mouth to certaine 
perſons ; Namely the pure in heart; 
Blſ- 
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Buſſd are the pure w heart [axth Chrif, | 
The leebd1areuon themed Chr, | 


why and wherefore ſuch perſons are 
blefſed, or wherein this bleflednes doth 
conſiſt ani ſtand: to wit, in that they 
ſhall ſee God, Fer they (that is) the pare 
in heart ſhall ſee God. So wee haue firſt 
the pronouncing ofa bleſſing, and next 
a reaſon, why bleſſed, or wherein it 
ſtands, 

I will ſhew you the meaning of the 
words, ſecondly, gather the doctrines 
that ariſeth from the words. And Laſt. 
ly, fo neere as I can (by that modell of 
Gods graces beſtowed vpon me, with 
his affſtance and your Chriſtian pati- 
ence) apply this preſegt text, to this 
preſent purpoſe and occaſion. 

I came in firſt place orderly to ſpeake 
of the firſt word, Bleſſed, to ſhew the 
meaning thereof, Bleſſed. This word im- 
ports much more here then it is-yſually 
taken, and ſpoken in other places or by 
men, when they commonly ſay bleſſed, 
er happines : I ſay, it imports more 
here then common happines ; to wit, a 

certaine & ſure participation of goo 
things, whereby all miſerics are auoi- 
r 
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ded, ceding not from, fortune, 
locke hay! or chance:But from a perma- 
nent good wil of him that giueth them, 
And ſo bleſſednes here means, is a ſo- 
neraignefelicitie,cxemptedW all woe: 
and muſt be vndetſtood firſt according 
to the nature and qualitie of him who 
beſtowerh it, and then according to the 
degrees of the ſame, As cõcerning him 
that beſtowerh and giueth it, we ſee 
here, that it is the Lord Teſus Chriſt, 
God bleſſed for euer, vnited ro mans 
weake nature, erernall giver of all 
things, preſeruer and ruler of the ſame 
Soueraigne Lord, made ſubiect to the 
miſeries of mankind. From whence it 
muſt follow, that the bleſſednes here in 
this text mentioned, is, a holy divine 
bleſlednes, communicated, ot imparted 
by God, in Chriſt Ieſus, to miſerable 
men. 

Secondly,it is a ſpirituall bleſſednes, 
granted and beſtowed vpon weake,in- 
firme, and fraile wretches. 

Thirely, it is an eternall bleſſednes, 
having no beginning in our foreſeene 
graces or merits (as the Romiſh catho- 
licks doe alleadge) ſuffering no hinde- 
rance 


— 
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rance by our ti ſery, and hath no end in 
our fraile ſtate, or yncertaine 2 
life. The word Bleſſed being thus vn- 
derſtood and opened vp, we ate from 
hence to abſerue theſe two Leſſons for 
our one particular vſe, Firſt, we ate 
bete to note the difference berwixt 
this bleſſednefle here pronounced by 
Ieſus Chriſt, God and man, bleſſed for 
euer: And that kind of happines and 
ble ſſedneſſe which wicked and world- 
ly men hunt after, as great difference as 
— is diſtance betwixt the heauen 2+ 
boue, and the earth below: as great dif. 
ference as is berwixt eternall things 
that laſteth for euer, and earthly things 
that doe periſh at a moment, Where- 
vpon we may obſerue the nature and 
qualitie of thepronouncer, being ſuch; 
we muſt thinke with our ſelues, that 
thoſe whom Chriſt pronounceth here 
to be bleſſed, are farre more excellent 
then they,who onely Bleſſe themſelues 
in their owne conceit, promiſing bleſ- 
ſednes and peace, where there is none: 
and are more excellent alſo, and a great 
degree bleſſed; aboue & beyond, thoſe 
whom this vaine world. and worldly 


men 
' 
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wen unce to be bleſſed : ſo that [ 
ſtey, luch in Gods fight; in Chriſts e- 
ſteeme, 
and bleſſed, how wretched, vile and 
baſe fo euet they be eſteemed of in the 
world, and made ne account of, but as 
the offcouring and ſtinch of the earth. 
Secondly; hente Jearne out of the 
word Bleſled, Since it is Cod, who gi. 
neth, in, and by his ſonne Chriſt 
Jeſus, for his cauſe, to vs his one chil- 
dren, all ttue bleſſedues, (for without 
Chrift, we, and all chat we haue are ac- 
curſed, in our owne nature, as borne)ler 
all and every one of vs be readytolife 
vp our hearts, and with the bleſſed A- 
poſtle Pax/fay, as it is in Epheſ. 1.2.4. 
verſ. Bleſſed be God,and the father of aur 
Lord leſs Chat b bath bleſſed vs with 
pri Bleſſings, in heaunenty things 
Ci ver. 4. as bokad choſen vs 222 
fore the fo deri of the world that we H 
be holy & without blame before him in Lone, 
If we could well practiſe this, we would 
account the Bleſſings which commeth 
from heauen, and the bleſſednes which 
leadeth to heauen, more then all thoſe 
earthly bleſhngs, whereof men are ſo 
defirous

deſious and ꝑrtedy, and indeed which 
leadeth the maſt wh to hell and dam 
nation for ever. Thus much concerning 
him that ptonouuceth and giverh this 


bleſſing. It followeth next, that we * 
conſider oſ this Bleſſednes, . here pro- 


nounced, according to the meaſure and 
degrees thereoh,' which is. great, and 
grestet hope andheppier : and the de- 
grees of ib bleſſednes, may be well 
noted out of the words of the text; 
which you way ſce to be as the hol 
Ghoſt noteth them, according to the 
time of this preſent tempotatie, and 
changing life: According to the time 
eternall, permanent in that moſt happy 
life to come, In the firſt; which is this 
preſent life, bleſlednes, is mixed with 
unperfections,frailties, wants and miſcs 
ye cueninthebeſt men,. andioimpers., 
fa,.a5 may ſay, In the other and ſe- 
cond, this bie ſſednes that then ſhall be, 
it ſhall be perſit, free from all frailtie, 
miſcrie, wan & Imperfectiõ, & ſo pet- 
manent, full and perſit in all re ſpects. 
This is moſt cleare to be ſeene in theſe 
words, Bleſſed are the pare in ſpirit (ſaith 
t holy Ghoſt) deneting this preſẽt trã-

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to the pure in heart. Now we goe for- 
ward to the other wordes following in 
the Text, & are to hidle ot ſpeake as we 
propounded of them, Firſt of Purenes, 
in generall; And thẽ of Purenes in hart, 
which is here ſpecified, As for the ſig- 
nification of the word Pu, it Fenifieth 
as much as cleane and honeſt, as fine, 
neate, & vnſpotted, and doth agree pro- 
perly to cleate water, or glaſſe, to gold, 
filuer,and other pure mettals, or veſſels 
made of the ſame, It agrees alſo to pre- 
tious ones, which are tranſparant, or 
to poliſhed marble, And from thence 
the word is borrowed, and transferred 
to men or women, who liueth honeſtly 
without blame. Now as it waters, met- 
tals, and ſtones, there is a twofold pure- 
nes: The one eſſentiall & perſit, Which 
17 wi giueth the value, and ma- 
eth the price to the thing, ſuch as is the 
ont of a true Diamond, of pure 
golde,of fountaine,or well-water : The 
other purenes is not ſo eſſentiall, but 
imperfit and outward in ſhew and ex- 
ternall apparance, as the purenes of a 
Brifto-tone,or of a falſe Diamond, the 
purenes of Braſſe, white yron,and river 
C water, 
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water, Euen ſo ſtandeth the caſe with ' 


men and women, There be ſome, which 


be pure externally in geſture & in ſhew, ., 


like plaſtered walles, Some againe are 
more throughly pure, & honeſt, & cou- 
ſcionable botn in their deeds & words, 
according to a good, ſanctified, & wel- 
informed conſcience, mote then in out- 
ward ſhe & appearance, to be ſeene of 
men alone. Fot to ſpeak of the ſort that 
would appeareto be pure, and are — 
pure in appearance and ſhe we, but mo 


lluted and impure, in ſubſtance & ef- 
ect: that is to ſay plainly, ſuch as ate hy- 


pocrites, You may read of diuerſe ſorts 
of them, who made, and doe make out- 
ward ſhew & profeſſion of religion and 
holines, but were, & are iawardly,moſt 
irreligious, ſpotted, and polluted, And 
firſt, to begin with the /ews, amongſt di- 
uers ſorts, or ſectes of religious people, 
there was one ſort of them, who made 
profeſſion to be the holyeſt & pureſt of 
all men,& were called Phariſees,(that is 
to ſay)men of learning,appointed ro be 
doQors of the law to others; which kind 
of men, madeprofeſſion to be ſeparate, 
& free,fr6 the cotruptionsofthe wicked 

: world, 
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world, and tooke vppon them likewiſe 
to fulfill the law of God perfectly. Their 
purenes confiſted and ſtood in the righ- 
teouſnes of workes, in (Faſting twiſe a 
weeke,in giuing of Alms,with ſound of 
Trumpet; In ſaying — {ag 4 ; In 
outward waſhing of their hands, when 
they came home from Markets, (which 
they eſteemed a polluted place q And in 
waſhing of Cups and Pots, and Brazen 
veſſells, and of Beds: as teſtifieth Saint 
Mark,chap:7.4-in grounding and buil- 
ding them, vpon the Traditions of their 
Elders, according to the which they fra- 
med their liues, & ruled their conſcien- 
ces, more, and rather,then according to 
Gods holy word & written Law. Theſe 
men, as they thought themſelues pure, 
and the honeſteſt men that were "ppon 
the earth. So loued they honor much in 
their titles, & to be called Doors, and 
Fathers, Mathew: 2 3.6.making choiſe of 
the chiefeſt places, in great Feafts, and 
higheſt rooms in public meetings and 
aſſemblies : They were men that were 
ſharpe Cenſurers of the liues of others, 
and would haue ſeen the ſmalleſt moare 
in another mans eye, but not perceiued 

2 the 
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the great beate in theyr one. They 


honored much the relicques of the mat - 
yrs, in building the tombes of the Pro- 
— garniſhing the ſepulchres of 
the righteous: and yet for this were they 
but a generation of vipers, as Chriſt cal, 
leth them, Warth: 23. 29. Like thornes 
* werethey, which could not bring forth 
rapes; Thiſtles which could not bring 
— heges, Muth: 7. 15. 16. 17. 18. 
19. As our Maiſtec ſaid of them, giuin 
admonition to beware of them, becauſe 
they werewolues in Sheepes clothing, 
yea, like corrupted Trees, which could 
not bring foorth good fruite, ordained 
to bee heawen downe, and caſt into the 
fire, Againſt whome,Chriſt Ieſus him- 
ſelfe pronounceth many a fearfull woe, 
Math: 23.15. 16. 23. I name but two, 
Math: 23. 25. Moc betoyou(faith Chiift) 
Seribes & Phariſees H r; Faryee 
wake cleane the — of the — 
platter hut within they are all full of briberie, 
and exceſſe. And againe, verſe 27. of that 
Chapter, Woe be to you Scribes and N 
fees, Hypoernes : for you are like onto whited 
torwbes, which — full our rd. but 
— — 


ther; 
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thines verſ. 28. So arc ye alſo: for outward ye 
appeare righteous unto men but mat hun ye are 
full of hypoerifie and imguntie. So that by 
theſe ſcriptures, ye may percciue plain- 
ly proued,that the purenes and Ig 
which the ſcribes & phariſies profeſſed, 
was but Impurity,& pollution, hipocri- 
fe, & abhomination before God, how- 
ſoeuer they profeſſed thẽſelues the moſt 
pureſt and moſt _—__— people. 

But yet amongſt theſe ſame Phariſies, 
did ariſe another ſort and ſet of perſons+ 
which pretended 2 greater purenes and 
zeale — others did. & were called frõ 
their particular profeſſion, Zelores (that 
is)zealous of the law of God, and of the 
libertie of their countrey, moſt zealous 
for Gods law, & the Tewesprerogatiues? 
Theſe men did hold opinion, that no cu- 
ſtome or Tribute ſhould be payd to (- 

ſar; That the Emperour had no right o- 

uer them, who were Gods one people, 
and ſonnes by lineall diſcent from . 
braham , who neuer ſerued any, and 
ſo became factious , and raiſed tumults 
and rebellion amongſt the people. 

For this cauſe they are called by ſome 
Writers, , , form, cutthroates, 
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and after Chriftes Aſcention, became 
blike perſecutors of thoſe that pro- 
eſſed true Chriſtian religion, and of the 
Church which was at /er»/alem ; Inſo- 
much as the profeſſors were conſtrained 
to ſcatter themſelues abroad, A, 8.1, 
3. As Saule was, who made hauocke of 
the Saints goods, putting both men and 
women in priſon, vetſ. 3. Asalſo cap: g. 
1. 2. For S. Ya confeſſeth himſelte to 
be one of theſe, of the ſtricteſt kinde of 
Phariſees a Zelatot of the Lawe before 
his conuerfion, Phil: 3. 5. ſpeaking thus; 
By the Lua Phariſce, verſ. 6. Concernmg 
zeale , I perſecuted the Church : touching 
the righteouſnes which is in the Lawe, I was 
» unrebukrable, 
And thus much of the Puritanes, that 
did proſeſſe Puritaniſme, among the 
people of the /ewes, both for the P. 
ſee in generall , and the Zelator of the 
Law, ſuch as Paw! was before his con- 
verſion, 
Let vs now come to the Puritanes a- 
mongf Chriſtiãs of late dayes, vnto this 
time, and now: Haue not we of a lon 
time had, and till haue ( although daily 
hee be better and bettet — and 
de ſcri- 
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deſcribed,) the Pope of Rem, who e- 
ſteemeth himſelfe to be moſt holie,and 
moſt pure of all men, in ſo much as hee 
is nothing aſhamed to aſſume and take 
vnto bimfclfe, the title and name of ho- 
lines, as holy father, and ſo foorth. 

Wee haue alſo applauding him, and 
following his dotrine, the holy fathers 
the Friers, who like proude Pheri/ces 
thinke to merite and deſerue heauen by 
their purenes and holines, and fulfilling 
of the Law of God: being in effect no- 
— but painted ſepulchres, full of tot- 
ten bones, and deuotion towardes the 
Saints of God. And amõgſt that popiſh 
crew of Phariſees, is of late yeares tiſen 
vp, an order called /eſaates, (alluding in 
their puritie, by their name, to Ieſus our 
Saviour. Let vs true ancient Catholicks 
keepe the Name leſus, truſting only by 
his merit to be ſaued, and let them take 
Ite, vnleſſe they repent, (wiz:) eAd 
condemnationew , Goe you to damna- 
tion; for their hypocriſie, and impu- 
ritie of life and Doctrine. Theſe men 
and (Order of Ieſuites, ) as they doe 
name themſelues, take yppon them by 
theyr Rules and Doctrines, to drawe 
C 4 and 
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and perſwade men, Ade Angelicam Puri. 


ratem; to bee ſo pure as Augells. And 


theſe men ſeeme to buſie themſelues 
much in the examination of their owne 
and other mens conſciences, by auricu- 
lar cõfeſſion (which filleth theyr purſes, 
and is a ready vent to their ſhameleſſe 
ſworn chaſtitie) This examining of con- 
ſciences , they call Scopare conſcientias , 
to ſweepe the conſcience , that there be 
not found in them any moate, nor any 
duſt, by reaſon of this frequent confeſſi- 
on of theyr finnes, which like ſerpents 
(lay they)muſt be weekly vomited our, 
in ſuch a ſorte(as they would perſwade 
me bytheir doctrine) being vncõfeſſed, 
or, that ſame ſinne (ſay they) that js not 
confeſſed, calleth backe all the reſt, like 
vnto a mother- Serpent, to home the 
reſt will returne. So that iuſtly we may 
name thoſe Teſuirical Friars, a generati- 
on of vipers & ſerp&rs: And to this their 
pretẽded ſweeping of theyr conſciẽces, 
may we rightly apply the parable in the 
Goſpell of the vncleane ſpirit; of which 
ſpirit it is ſaid thus: N whe he in gone ont 
of a man,walketh through dri places ſcebeth 
raf, & findeth none, ſauth to hiwſelf, I will re- 


trat 
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Mere onto mine own houſe fro wheee I came, 
and when he i come, findeth it ſw 
and garniſhed : then he gocth 22 
ſumſelfe, ſeuen other ſpirits worſe then hins- 
ſelfe, and the end of that man is worſe then 
the begming. So is it with this wicked 
generation, I meane of Friers and Ie- 
ſuites, who the more they cauſe men 
thus to purifie,or, do thus ram them- 
ſelues by auricular confeſſion, and 
ſweeping of their hearts and conſcien- 
ces, that there be no moate of ſinne 
found in them; The more miſchiefe we 
ſee by daily experience, they imagine 
and deuiſe, the more treaſon they plot, 
the more Kings they kill, and to {peake 
in one word, the more affr6red, ſhame- . 
les, bloody, and eruell traitors they be- 
come, to pings, 2 — and com- 
wealths:ſo that by their pretẽded pure- 
nes, they become more impure, pollu- 
ted, accurſed, and to be loathed of all- 
true religious ſubiects. 

But now to leaue the Papiſt, or Po- 
piſh Friars and Ieſuits, I come a little to 
ſpeak of ſuch as do not follow, but de- 
ny popiſh doctrine. but holds ſome o- 
cher od opiniõ. C6fider alitle I beſeech 

you,

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you, the ſe& called Anabaptiſts, whe 


ollowing their one dreames, and 


peruerting the ſcripture, take vpon 
them as it were to frame a new world, 
where none but the righteous ſhall 
remaine,and be of their | ut do 
prooue conceited fooles, flattering 
themſelues in the pride of their hearts, 
and in an ambitious deſite to be Kings 
and rulers, euery one his turne about, 
in their fleſhly luſts, and pluralitie of 
wiues, in their iniuſtice and vncon- 
cionable vſurpation of other mens 


goods, by that their communion of all 


ings alike, which they eftabliſh a- 


mongſt themſelues, deſtroying euety 
mans propertie of vſing and poſſeſſing 
his one. And would to God that this 
kind of impureneſſe and doctrine of 
ſuch men, had neuer bene brought to 
this land, by ſuch peſtilentious and ſe- 
ditious mouthes as theirs be, who 
from their maiſter hath learned to ſow 
tares amongſt the pure wheate, while 
the husbandmen were either a ſleep, ot 
too careles of their charge, and ſo haue 
they gone about to diſturbe the vni- 
tie 42 this our flouriſhing Church, 


making 
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making by their phantaſticall, and ſtill 
borne conceits, the true and hol 
doctrine of leſus Chriſt, leſſe eſteeme 
and accounted of by men in the world; 
28 alſo the true and fincere profeffors 
of the doctrine, reproched and flande, 
red: So that we may pronounce iuſtly 
againſt all ſuch hypocriticall purenes, 
a curſe and perpetuall woe, 

And that we may learne ſomewhat 
for our one — vie and edifi- 
cation, out of that diſcourſe I haue 
made vpon puritie, Albeit we be nei- 
ther Tewes, leſuites, Anabaptiſts, nor 
Browniſts, or any ſuch hereticall pro- 
feſſors, which doe merit rather the 
names of Inpuritanes then Puritanes : 
let vs notwithſtanding, that we dif. 
agree from all theſe iq opinion, and 
doctrine, yet let vs know, that we are 
but men and women, fleſh and blood, 
ſonnes and daughters of Adu and 
Eme, and — ſubiect by nature 
to all kind of pride, and good con- 
ceit of our ſelues, which doth vttet 
it ſelfe, in that we may ſee many a- 
mõgſt theſe, which in the ſight of men, 
wold be eſteemed cf the honeſteſt ſort, 
and 
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and pureſt profeſſors of the word and | 
Goſpell, yet ſubiect to divers noted in- 
firmities, and ſome to groſſe finnes, a 


ſome to auaritiouſnes, or couetouſnes, 
which is the roote of all euill: yea that 
although they be profeſſors, and goe 
to ſermons diligently, make great ſhew 
of religion, ſeeme to haue their conſci- 
ence grieued, with putting on of a ſur- 
plis, eroſſe in baptiſme, kneeling at the 
communiò, and ſo forth: and do atleaſt 
by word profeſſe to doe all by the writ. 
ren wo and conſcience, Yea many 
times ſome of them wreaſting ſcripture 
to their vſe, But let a man fall in their 
hands, he ſhall find ſome of them moſt 
vnconſcionable, and vnteaſonable peo- 
7 that may be: ſome ſuch I ſay — 

e, making ſhew without ſubſtance, 
whoſe religion is in word onely, not in 


action. Others there be, that are called 
Puritanes, who are ſharpe cenſurers of 


the ſmalleſt ouerſight as can be in o- 
ther men, like to the proud Phariſee, 
but will not abide to be reptoued of 
their owne faults: and if they be admo- 
niſhed, will hardly ſtudy to mend them: 
As the common prouerbe is, they ſee 

- not 
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not the end of the waller behinde, their 
eye is alwaies to that before, giuen to 
a ſharpe cenſuring of other mens fins, 
and ſpying of the ſmalleſt matters in 
other mens lives, In the meane time, 
ſelfe-loue, or pride, or drunkennes, or 
lying, or oppteſſing, or ſcandaling, ly- 

ying, or op 8 8 
eth like a beame in their one eye, 

Such] ſay there be of profe ſſots amõgſt 
vs, let euery one looke to himſelfe, and 
amend what this doctrine finds amis in 
him. But for amending of the fault of 
raſh judgement, which is a moſt com- 
mon ſinne now adaies, I would exhort 
ſo many as heares me, and ſtands guilty 
of this ſinne, to heare and obey the rule 
that our Lord and maiſter the head and 
Lawgiuer of his Church giueth, in Ma- 
thew. 7.1, Judge not, that ye be not wd- 

ged. Iudge not before the time, by raſh- 
nes:or as the note hath very well to this 
purpoſe, we ought to find falt one with 
another, but we muſt beware we doe it 
not without iuſt cauſe, and not to ſeeme 
holiet then other men be, or in hatred 
to wrong them, but in loue, vpon good 
grounds, with wiſedome in loue, to 
gaine them, and make them mend, ra- 

ther 
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ther then diſgrace them, or their pro- | 


feſſion. With this rule of Chriſts, ioyne 
uu practiſe, that wasa moſt excel. 
lent man, as wel for abundance of great 

ifts, as diligent vſing of them, who 
Peaketh of this matrer after this maner, 


in that Epiſtle tothe Galathians, chap, 
6.verle.1, Brethren, if « man be ſuddenly

fallen, or taken in any offence, ye which are | 


tual, reftore ſuch 4 one, But marke 
ow, with ſcoffing or ſcandaling? no:

thou alſabe tempſed. Then followeth the 
exhortation, e ye one another; burden. 
Thus much for purenes or puritie in 
generall 

Now to the third I ſpoke of to be 
expounded, And that is pureneſle in 
heart, Bleſſed are the pure : what pure ? 
in words alone? no: in outward ſhew 
and profeſſion to be ſeene of men? no: 
But pure in heart: for from a pure heart 
proceederh pure wordes, and pure 
workes: 
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workes : that is to ſay, the heart being 
purified and holy, as « capraine that 
commands all the reſt of the members, 
tongue, eye, care, hand, and foote. 
Thus Salama did know ſpeaking in the 
name of God, ſaying; My ſore give 
me thy heart , then hee knew all would 
follow. And the kingly prophet Du. 
when he will ſhew bis greateſt loue 
and zeale to praiſe God, ſayeth, 7 * 
my heart to thee my God, and ſo forth. 
Pſalme 25.1. But for better vnderſtan- 
ding of purenes in heart, we muf re- 
member that there is diverſe ſorrs of 
hearts, made mention of in ſcripture: 
to wit, of a new heart, and a deb 
heart, thoſe both good, and as one ; 
a hard heart, and a ſtonic heart, thoſe 
both one, and bad: a new heart, anda 
new ſpirit, and that the Lord doerh 
waſh, cleanſe, and purifie the old, hard, 
and ſoften that heart. I produce bur for 
breuties ſake, two ſcriptures, to proue 
that I haue ſaid concerning the diuerſe 
ſorts ofhearts in ſcripture, waſhed, pu- 
rified, & made or created by God him- 
ſelfe : The firſt paſſage is written,in the 
propheſie of Ezechi,36.25, where the 
Lord 
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Lord ſpeakes concerning the purifying | 
and clenſing of his people from filthi- 
nes and finne, ſayeth thus. Then will I 
powre cleane water t pon yom, and ye ſhall be 
cleans, yea frons all your ſinnes and Idoles 
will ] cleanſe you, a new heart alſo will gius 

u, and a new ſpirit will I put within you: ſo 
it is God that both giueth the new 
heart, and putteth in a new ſpirit, But 
marke what followeth, 7 will take away 
the flony beart that was their owne natu- 
rall my exe, 26 4 heart of fleſs : 
that was his owne free gift, that in 
mercy he would beſtow vpon them, 
Another ſcripture to this purpoſe, is 
written, P ſalme 51, verſe. 10. where 
Daxid ſaith thus ; Create in me 4 cleans 
heart o God, and renew 4 right ſpare wit he 
we. So that wee may perceiue, a pure 
cleane heart, is not ours, or the naturall 
mans :no, no, ours arefilthy, polluted, 
and abhominable, vntill ſuch time 2 
God make them pure and cleane, till he 
clenſe the by our ſec6d birth, by water 
and the ſpitit; As Chriſt ſaid to Nicods- 
mus,the ruler of the Iewes, that came to 
him by night, Except 4 man be borne 4- © 
une er and the ſpirit, he cannot ſee | 

t 
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the kingdome of God, he cannot be cleane, 
dor haue a pure heart : The way to 
come by this pure, and cleane heart,. 
find is prayer, and earneſt in calling to 
God, ho not onely is the maker, ſear- 


cher & beholder of all mens harts : yea 


of great potentates and kings; but it is 
he that doeth take vpon him to cleanſe 
the heart, as you heard, Exe: 36. yea it 
is he only that hath made a promiſe to 
doe it: And to this effect hath made a 
couenãt, to put his lawes in our minds, 
and write them in the heart, to be our 
God, and we his people by grace: Heb: 
8.10, I wil pur my Lawes mtherr mind : and 
in their heart will I write them, wil be 
their God, and they ſhall be , As 
God hath thus — as. 7 mag 
tiſed before hand, ſo muſt we haue re- 
courſe to him, and earneſtly pray for a 
purified heart, knowing ours ro be from 
our firſt birth polluted and defiled: we 
muſt then doe as Dau did, 3 1. Pl. 10. 
pray thus at all times, ſaying; Lordcreate 
in me 4 clean heart, And what further? and 
FOnew 4 vs wi within me: for although 
God confer. the heart, and — it 
without his ſpirit and grace, nature will 
quickly defile and pollute it again. Our 

D hearts 
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hearts may be compared to our hand, 


or a glaſſe, waſh or rinee them neuer ſo 
cleane, in ſhorr time they gather new 
filth and corruption, So wi God 
renewing and continuing graces, out 
harts being puriſied, (hould ſtill be de- 
filed. So we muſt till pray to God for 
grace, not onely to cl them, and 
urifie them, but by his ſcripture to 
— them ſo. The cond meanes and 
way, to get and keepe 2 — cleane 
heart, is E hearing and obeying Gods 
word; as is plainly proued by S. Peter: 
words, 2. cap. 1. 22. where he ſheweth 
how and after what maner mens ſoules 
are made pure, thus, ſaying : Seeing 
(ich he) your ſorter are purified, bow? m 
obeying tb» truth thorow the ſpirit. Then he 
commeth to the effects of a purified 
heart, which is, to laue one another with a | 
heart, fernently, and to laue brother 
— faumng : — likewiſe the 
cauſe at this, which is the word of God, 
being borne anew, not of metal ſced, but of 
Immortal, by the word of God, who lui 
and endareth for ener. The effects of 1 
pure, and cleane heart, is ioy and ſolace 
in the conſcience, holy words, and holy 
actions. For ſaith Fu, 2. Cor. 1. 12. fr 
| a 
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aur reiojemy is this, the teftumonde of aus con- 


ſexencds, that in ſmphontie and godly purener, 


and nat in fleſbly wiſedome: for that is con- 
traty to puritie, bur by the grace of God we 
— 2 hued, obeying 
Gods will and commandement, the 
world, And indeed ſuch purified hearts 
are borne of God and firne not. As John 
faith, r.Epiſt: 3.cap.9. Whoſoexcy is borne 
of god foaneth not, for hit ſeed remameth in 
neither can he fin, becauſe he is borne of 
God: that is, ſuch a purified and ſancti- 
fied perſon the grace of God working 
in him, ouercõmeth nature, and makes 
him obſceane and refraine from ſinnes 
and wickednes, which the vnregene- 
rate runne vnto, the word and ſpirit ef- 
fectually working and keeping him vn» 
der obedience, And toend this point; 
and ſo the firſt part of my text, ſuch pu- 
rified hearts, in their life and words, 
walke ner, nor ſpeake not, nor thinke 
not as the wicked do, or as we read the 
ſtubborne and wilfull le did, in con- 
tempt and diſobedience. But marke 
what the Lord faith to them, and ſo to 
al profane and diſobedient, that follow 
their ſteps : ler:g. t 3. 14. 15. v. Becauſe 
they bane forſallen my Low, ſaith the Lord, 
which ¶ ſet before them, & hawe M ebeyed 
D 2 a 
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my wore neut her walked thereafter: 14. lu 
baue walked after the ſtubbornnes of the 
| owne bearts, and after Baalons, which ther 
fethers taught them therefore thus ſaith the 
Lord of boſti, the God of I rue; Behold, ] ' 
will feede this with wormmwood, and 
gine them waters of gail to drmkg, Oc. and 
mot ceaſe till I conſume them : I hat is, the 
Lord for their impuritie and dif >bedi. 
ence, to him and his word, would in his 
Juſtice, plague, puniſh, and conſume 
them: And ſo will he with all others to 
whom in mercy be doth teueale his wil, 
and ſend his word, that will not regard 
not obey the ſame, nor ſuffer theſelues 
to be purged & purified, but notwith- 
ſtanding of the great aboundance of 
| preaching and the light, do wiltully and 
| | willingly runne at noone daies to dam- 
nation, And thus much for the firſt part 
of our text, touching the bleſſing pro- 
nounced by our d auiour Chriſt his own 
mouth : to the pure in heart, I come 
now to the ſecond point, wherein I 
muſt needs be more briefe, For they ſhall 
fee God. In which words, is ſet downe 
and comprehended the reaſon of the 
bl: ſſing formerly pronoũced by Chriſt: 
| or that, wherein this more perfit and 
* rw 
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ent bleſſing doth conſiſt and 
nd, in this; that they ſhallſee Cod. We 
read of diverſe fights of God, and that 
he & his ſon Chriſt, who both are one, 
are and were after a diuerſe kind of ma- 
ner ſeene. For as one faith, the Patri- 
arkes & Prophets were bleſſed, in that 
they did ſee Chrift; and ſo God as man, 
to be incarnate and made man, to re- 
deemevs. They did ſee bim by the eye 
of faith, as Abraham ſa w his day and te- 
ioyced. But as N faith, they did ſee 
him, but by or thorow a glaſſe. The 
Phariſes did ſee Chriſt with their bodi- 
ly eyes, and therefore more miſerable, 
becauſe they would not beleeue in him. 
The apoſtles did ſee him, both with the 
eyes of their body, looking vpon him, 
and of their woe beleeuing in him, 
and ſo double bleſſed. We now that 
liue, ſee Chriſt though crucified, and 
God bis father by faith only, but as in a 
glaſſe a far, we ſhall ſee face to face and 
that is the fight that is ſpoken of to ſee 
God, as here in this text, & is that perfit 
fight of him, ſo fat as ſhall be poſſible 
for the creature to behold and ſee the 
Crenof, which is and ſhal be perfic and 
eternall happiaes, ta he, and liue with 
** D 3 bim 
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him: Chriſt, holy Angels, and all rhe | 


Saints for euer. To infiſt further in this 
point, for our comfort, we are to con- 
ſider that thete is a tWo-· fold viſion, ot 
ſight of God: one ralled by ſome of the 
learned Fife we, the fight of the way, & 
meanes that bringeth home to 

The other V H, the ſight of the 
country where God is, that is his home, 
and habitation, with his Saints & An- 

els, They ate happy that ſeeth the v 

| ve bringeth & leadeth home to God: 
But more happy, that are at home, in 
heauen, dwelling ,never to be remoued 
out of his preſence & country.Of theſe 
two ſorts of vifions meaneth Pax, wht 
he faith. Now we ſee, but in a glaſſe, then we 
Ball ſee face to face. To returne to the firſt 
kind of fight of God, which is tearmed 
Viffo vic, or as Pau in 2 glaſſe. In a word, 
this fight conſiſteth in true faith and 
knowledge of God: And thus to fee 
God by ſound knowledge grounded 
vpor his word, and by a true and live 
Tuſtifying faich, hg from this know.

Job 
compareth the life of man to aſhadow 
for vncertaintie, and in ſwiſtnes to a 
Weauers ſhirtle, that quickly goeth 
from one ſide of the web to the other, 
Peter 2. 1. 14. to a Tent, ſoone vp, ſoone 
downe, Iams, to a vapour, tbat zppeares 
and vaniſheth quickly, 4. This — 
of mans life made the Egyptians com- 
pare it to an Inne, v here lodging ſor a 
night & gone. Nail. to a dreame, where- 
in are pleaſing ſhewes, but heeing 2- 
wake,are al gone, Hemer, to leaues, that 
bud grow out, decay, and blow away. 
And mary ſuch compariſons we finde, 
both in ſacred, apd humane hiflories, 
painting out the vncertaintie of mans 
F z life:

happy. It is a good compariſon fit for 
this purpoſe, that one « Anacharſis vſed; 
That frppe,(faid he,)is e happy which 
commeth ſooneſt to the haven: meaning be- 
ing loaded: and ſo is that ſoule * is 
adorned with Gods graces as this was, 
And we muſt remember, there is no 
eertaine time appoynted for all men 
to die: but people are like to the 
fruites, ſome come in ſeaſon ſooner, 
ſome later. Laſt remember, that we 
looſe not our friends when they die, 
and eſpetially ſo bleſſed a death as ſhe : 
our Lord is God of the dead and 
liuing. Cam, for to comfort his friends 
before his death, could ſay; Thinks not 
when I am dead, that I am loft, or come to 


nothing. Our corne is not loſt, but retur-

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neth more bountiful with gaine: friends 
erred , or going a long Tourney to 
ings Courts, are willingly ſuffered to 
jos their further preferment and ho- 
nor, Much more then, let vs be con- 
rented ypon ſuch occafions , to forgoe 
their companie for a time, ſince they go 
to ſo great honour, eſtimation, and Ioy 
vnſpeakeable , where wee that ſo liue, 
and belieue as this partie did, aſſuredly 
ſhall come and meete together, to inhe- 
rite rogether: Through the merit of our 
Lord and only SAVIOVR IESUS 
CHRIST; Towhomewiththe FA. 
THER, andthe HO LT GHOST, 
three perſons , and one GOD, bee all 
honor, and glorie , might, Maie- 
jeſtie and dominion aſcribed 
as due: For euer and e- 
uermore. Amen,
